who is now 


about to enter upon a well-earned vaca- 
tion, free from the arduous cares of 
long official life. In the discharge of 
his duties on the bench Judge Peters 
has not only! brought to the solution 
of the intricate problems tried before 
him the full strength of his superb le- 
gal attainments, but an unswerving 
houesjy in which the people have had 
at all ^imes the most implicit faith, a 
faith that has never been misplaced 
In any question of business or law the 
suggestion that it be left to Judge Pe-

ACCURATE MEASURE OF THE 


NUTRITIVE VALUE OF i uOD. 


Fuel values have another unusual 


inportant bearing from the standpoint 
of the chemist, and'consequently from 
that of the practical feeder as well. As 
I have shown earlier in the paper car- 
bohydrates are made up ofa large num- 
ber of different compounds, 
differing 


not so much in their chemical com- 
position as in their availability to the 
animal. 
The same thing is true of the 


ether extract so that if a pound of fat 
represents the ether extract of hay its 
feeding value is less than if it represents 
a pound of the fat of corn or of oil meal 
since the extract from hay will contain 
not only true oils but waxes, 
resins, 


chlorophyl and allied materials. 
No 


methods have yet been devised which 
will either accurately 
or readily dis- 


tinguish between these different class- 
es of compounds. 
With the nitrogen- 


ous constituents of feeding stuffs, how- 
ever, the case is different; while true 
protein is far more valuable than amide 
nitrogen it is possible with a good 
deal of accuracy to distinguish be- 
tween .these two classes of compounds 
by chemical analysis. 
Furthermore, 


there is more accurate determination 
made in a laboratory than that of fuel 
values, hence the jise of protein and 
fuel values as a measure of the value of 
feeding stuffs not only simplifies the 
matter, but makes a far more accurate 
expression of the value of afeedlng stuff 
and makes it possible to accurately 
compare very different classes of food 
materials.
